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SUNDRY MATTERS. 

Tax on Nonresident Stock. 

The suit against the Travelers Insurance Company was won 
by the Attorney-General, and the taxes due fj*om that company 
on its nonresident stockholders for the years 1898, 1899, and 
1900, amounting to twenty-five thousand two hundred and ninety 
dollars ($25,290), have been received, as also interest on the 
taxes, amounting to three thousand eight hundred and twenty 
dollars and sixty-two cents ($3,820.62). 

State Bonds Purchased. 

I have purchased and canceled during this fiscal year four 
hundred and sixty-eight thousand dollars ($468,000) State bonds. 
Of these, one hundred and sixty thousand were three and a half 
per cent, bonds, due January 1, 1903, and three hundred and 
eight thousand three per cent, bonds, maturing in 1910. This 
leaves three hundred and thirty-five thousand of the three and a 
half per cent, bonds and one million three hundred and twenty- 

'eight thousand three per cent, bonds outstanding. These pur- 
chases and the bonds coming due in January will use all State 

- funds available for such purpose in the current year, as I believe, 
so that the next report from this department will not probably 
show as large a reduction in the State debt as this one does. 

The Year's Business. 

The year past has been remarkably successful for the State 
treasury. As taxes are generally collected on the percentage 
principle, it follows that increased valuations mean larger re- 
ceipts, and the valuations during the year have been very high. 
The civil list funds at the close of the year amounted to one 
hundred and sixty-one thousand four hundred and twenty-four 
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dollars and sixty-six cents more than for the previous year; and 
as State bonds amounting to four hundred and sixty-eight thou- 
sand dollars had been purchased and canceled during the year, 
the betterment for the year is six hundred and twenty-nine thou- 
sand four hundred and twenty-four dollars and sixty-six cents. 
It is not expected that values will remain for long at the high 
rates prevalent during the year, and consequently another 
equally prosperous year is not anticipated.
